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Report of Fall Meeting, 1985 


The Fall Meeting of the Augusta County Historical Society was held in 
the parish hall of Trinity Episcopal Church in Staunton, November 10, 1985. 
The program was presented in three parts: 


Dr. Walter K. Heyer gave a progress report on the Museum of Ameri- 
can Frontier Culture. A concise report of the status is found elsewhere in the 
bulletin. 


Royster Lyle, Jr., and Barbara Crawford presented a slide program, 
“Rockbridge County Folk Art and Artisans”. Their presentation is the basis 
of a forthcoming book, and was both informative and interesting. 


Ann McCleary showed in slides, “Notable Examples of Folk Art and 
Artisans in Augusta County.” The emphasis was on the late 19th century and 
was both informative and entertaining.

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CULTURAL MUSEUM TAKES SHAPE 


With deed in hand, officials at the Museum of American Frontier 
Culture are now looking ahead to the construction of four living-history 
farmsteads at the Museum’s property in Staunton, Virginia. On October 22, 
1985, former Governor Charles Robb presided at the dedication of the 78 
acre tract of land adjoining DeJarnette’s school at the intersection of inter- 
states 64 and 81. Preliminary site plans by the firms of Browne, Eichman, 
Dalgliesh and Gilpin and by Carlton Abbott and Partners were unveiled at 
the dedication, setting the stage for the Museum’s first construction phase. 

The development of the farmsteads remains at the heart of the Muse- 
um’s plan. The concept behind the Museum reflects the emerging field of 
vernacular architecture studies. Simply speaking, vernacular architecture is 
“ordinary” architecture, those buildings which comprise the bulk of the built 
environment. Our four farmsteads will be “ordinary” farmsteads from the 
native lands of many of our settlers — Germany, Ireland, and England — 
and from the Appalachian region. 

These ordinary buildings have often been overlooked as a serious 
topic for research. Historians have tended to focus on the more exceptional 
buildings; everyday buildings are taken for granted. House museums have 
generally been created when a building has some sort of historical signifi- 
cance, most often in its association with the life of a prominent person, such 
as Mt. Vernon or the Woodrow Wilson Birthplace. Other museum buildings 
are architecturally significant, such as Monticello. Ordinary buildings have 
just been considered too mundane for scholarly attention. 

The past two decades have begun to reverse that trend, however. The 
American public has become more interested in ordinary people and ordi- 
nary lifestyles. We have begun to wonder what our lives would have been 
like if we had lived in Jefferson’s Virginia or on the Kentucky frontier. In 
trying to answer these questions, vernacular architecture has assumed an 
important role. 

Houses can and should be viewed as artifacts which are as valuable as 
books in understanding the past. Cultural geographer Pierce Lewis has 
observed: 


“One’s house is more than mere shelter. It is a personal and social testament. 
Through his houses — great mansions in high style and the common domestic 
shelter of common folk — man etches his culture into the landscape.” 


Just what do houses actually “say” about their occupants? The house 
plan — the way in which space was organized and used — can be seen as a 
blueprint of the lives of the occupants. The use of household space varies 
from culture to culture and changes over time. For example, the houses in 
18th century Germany differed from those in 18th century England, just as 
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the houses in Tidewater Virginia differed from those in the Valley of 
Virginia. Close analysis of those differences can provide an understanding 
of the lifestyles of the people in these cultures. 

Houses, then, become a very valuable source for historical studies. 
They illustrate the lives of the inarticulate, those people not usually found in 
traditional histories. In many cases, houses are some of the few permanent 
“records” that these people leave behind. Historians recognize that written 
sources document largely the more wealthy and powerful people in a 
culture, and as such are not always the most dependable sources about the 
past. Artifacts, particularly houses and farmbuildings, can complement 
these written sources. As Lewis further argues: 


“When men building houses — especially simple, unprepossessing ‘folk’ houses — 
they say things unconsciously about themselves and their cultures, which simply 
because the statements are unconscious, are likely to be truthful.” 


The Museum’s four farmsteads will be ordinary farmsteads depicting 
the lives of people in those countries in the 18th and early 19th centuries. As 
part of its interpretitive program, the Museum will help visitors understand 
what these farmhouses and farm buildings tell us about their respective 
cultures. This is not merely an antiquarian lesson, however. Once we begin 
to learn the keys to unlock the meanings hidden within vernacular buildings 
we can look.at other buildings with new insights. Reading buildings takes 
certain skills, just like learning to read a book. But once one knows how, 
there is a world of historical information waiting to be “read” in the world 
around us. l 

The buildings from two of the countries have already been dismantled 
and shipped to the United States, the Scotch-Irish and the English farms. 
Officials at the Ulster-American Folk Park in Belfast, Northern Ireland, and 
at the Weald and Downland Open Air Museum in West Sussex, England, 
have been working closely with the Museum to document these old-world 
farms both architecturally and historically. It is anticipated that some of the 
museum staff from Northern Ireland and England who helped to dismantle 
these buildings will be brought to Staunton to ensure an accurate and 
authentic reconstruction at the site. 

The two remaining farms — the German and Appalachian farmsteads 
— are still in the selection process. During the last week of October, 
Museum Director Walter Heyer visited Germany with Foundation Presi- 
dent Arch Sproul and Board Member Klaus Wust to discuss the selection of 
the German farm buildings. Museum officials met with the German selec- 
tion committee along with ex-chancellor Kessinger; the current Minister of 
Science and Education; Dr. Michael Rehs, Director of the Institute for 
Auslandsbeziehungen; and Dr. Roland Paul, Head of Academic Research 
for Heimatstelle Pfalz. The visit sparked a renewed interest in the museum 
project in Germany. Heyer visited two of the country’s open-air museums, 
Hessenpark and Freilicht-museum Soberhein. The directors of these two 
museums promised to assist the Museum of American Frontier Culture in 
identifying a German farmstead within the next year. 
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Research on the Appalachian farmstead has been progressing over the 
winter months. The architectural survey files in the collection of the Vir- 
ginia Division of Historic Landmarks have been reviewed to determine the 
types of buildings most commonly associated with the late 18th and early 
19th centuries in the Valley of Virginia. Through this research, several 
potential sites have been identified. Museum consultant Dr. Henry Glassie, 
from the University of Pennsylvania, came to Staunton in November to tour 
several potential sites with Heyer and Assistant Museum Director Ann 
McCleary. The Museum hopes to acquire a modest farm from the region, 
one which would ideally contain a log farmhouses, log barn, and outbuild- 
ings representative of the antebellum period. A final decision and announce- 
ment of the Appalachian farm will be made in May. 

For the new construction at the Museum site, the state has approved 
the requested $1.7 million in capital outlay funding for site development and 
the construction of the visitors center. The preliminary plans for the visitors 
center “village” include administrative offices, an exhibit-orientation facil- 
ity, a gift shop, and an eating area. The 20th century dairy barns, erected by 
Western State Hospital, will be renovated to house a variety of service and 
work areas from exhibit and restoration space to a research center to storage 
and maintenance facilities. 

The Museum is still seeking financial support from local communities, 
private individuals, businesses and corporations to fund the ongoing recon- 
struction of the four farmsteads. In addition, funds are being sought for the 
construction of a research center for American studies, a key component of 
the Museum.

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AUGUSTA COUNTY 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 1870-1940

This list of Augusta County’s public schools evolved out of the re- 
search conducted for a thematic National Register nomination entitled 
“Public Schools in Augusta County, 1870 - 1940.” The historical develop- 
ment of the county’s public schools is traced in the spring and fall issues of 
the 1985 Augusta Historical Bulletin. 

The columns in the chart contain information from the following 
sources: 

Date of Construction: Given only when the date is fairly certain. In most 
cases, the date came from either the 1932 or 1949 insurance reports. 

District: Magisterial districts appeared in most of the sources. In a few 
cases, the information was not available. In the few situations where 
the data was contradictory, the most likely district was listed here. 

DHL Survey Number: The DHL survey number is the number recorded 
with the Virginia Division of Historic Landmarks. Augusta County 
survey numbers always begin with 07. However, the prefix was omitted 
here, and the two letters indicating the USGS quad map on which the 
building is located were included. If contacting the DHL regarding the 
Arbor Hill School, for example, the number would be 07-739 and the 
quad would be Greenville. 

1885 Atlas: Jedediah Hotchkiss, Historical Atlas of Augusta County Vir- 
ginia, (Chicago: Waterman, Watkins, & Co., 1885). The information 
included in this chart was drawn largely from the detailed maps of each 
district. 

1932 Report: Harold K. Robison, “Fire Insurance Survey of Augusta 
County Public Schools,” (Insurance Company of North America, Phil- 
adelphia, Penna., May, 1932). This source was provided through the 
Augusta County School Board. 

1949 Report: Stewart B. Foulke and James N. Carter, “Engineer’s Inspec- 
tion and Survey Report, Property of School Board of Augusta County,” 
(B.P. Carter, Inc., Richmond, VA February 1949). Again, this was 
provided through the Augusta County School Board. 

Shirey’s Guide: Paul C. Shirey, Shirey’s Guidebook to Augusta County, 
Staunton, and Waynesboro, (Staunton: Schmidt’s Printery, 1966). 
Schools are generally listed by district, with the number indicated in 
this chart following the name. In most cases, this number seemed to be 

” the number of rooms within the schools, although this was not always 
consistant.

THE AUGUSTA DECLARATION OF 


1775 COMES HOME

A portion of the American Revolution in Augusta County has returned home 
after 211 years. 

The Augusta Declaration, a statement signed by the Augusta County freehold- 
ers in February 1775 now rests in the care of the Augusta County Historical 
Society and will soon be displayed in the clerk's office of the Augusta County 
Courthouse. 

The document will be unveiled and given to the county in a special 2 p.m. 
Saturday ceremony in the courtroom. Edgar R. Coiner, society president, will 
be presiding and the unveiling will be done by Layton W. Yancey, a direct 
descendant of Thomas Lewis, one of the county's delegates to the Colony 
Convention held in Richmond in March 1775. 

Following the First Continental Congress in the fall 1774, counties and towns 
throughout the colonies met to discuss their resolutions and sentiments with 
regard to Great Britain’s rule. 

On Feb. 22, 1775, the Augusta County freeholders met in Staunton to elect their 
delegates to the Virginia Convention. Thomas Lewis, the son of John Lewis, 
who is considered to be the county’s first pioneer, and Capt. Samuel McDowell 
were chosen as delegates and their instructions were drawn up by a six-member 
committee. 

Those instructions, printed on white satin which discolored with age, was 
purchased by David Krause of Higginsville, Mo., nearly 16 years ago at a garage 
sale, said Katherine Bushman, society member. 

Krause told the society that he found the declaration in a trunk he purchased 
there, but did not say who had the sale or where the sale was, said Mrs. 
Bushman. 

It wasn't until May 17, 1985 that Krause contacted the Staunton Historical 
Foundation about the document, she said. SHF members in turn notified the 
county society, which was able to purchase the document from Krause on May 
31, she said. Because of shipping problems, it was not received in Staunton until 
October, she added. 

Reframing of the document was completed in December by Virginia Raymond 
of Mint Spring, she said. The declaration was matted on an acid-free backing 
and placed in a cherry frame. 

Earlier this month, the society had the document photographed for reproduc- 
tion on parchment paper by Mid-Valley Press of Verona, she said. Preservation 
of the document's provenance (proof of authenticity) was done by Barrow 
Restoration Inc. of Richmond. 

Copies of the Augusta Declaration may be purchased through the society. 
Although copies of the declaration were distributed throughout the colonies, it 
is not known whether any of the other copies are still in existence, said Mrs. 
Bushman. 

“This is the only copy we ve ever heard of. It would be interesting to see if any 
others survived because it really is a significant piece of the county's heritage, ” 
said Mrs. Bushman. 























On the back of the document are two pieces of paper — the provenance — 
which contain information on the John Lewis family of Augusta County and 
how this copy descended through the family from William Lewis, brother of 
Thomas Lewis, said Mrs. Bushman. 


The presentation to the county was made as announced in the article, 
with David R. Beyeler, Chairman of the Board of Supervisors of Augusta 
County, accepting the Declaration for the county. 





Historic document comes home 
An original copy of the 1775 Augusta Declaration was presented to Augusta County by the 
county’s Historical Society during a special unveiling ceremony Saturday afternoon at the 
county courthouse. Those involved in the presentation included John Davis, court clerk; David 
R. Beyeler, Board of Supervisors’ chairman; Mrs. Katherine Bushman, historical society 
member, and Edgar R. Coiner, society president. The document will be permanently displayed 
in the courthouse clerk’s office.

The provenance of the Declaration can be found in the new history of 
the John Lewis family through the descendants of William Lewis, a brother 
of Thomas Lewis, one of the two delegates to the convention in Richmond. 
The descent of the document was pasted on the back of the original frame 
and reads as follows:

Tis document printed on white satin, now cream with age, has 
been a valued possession in our family ever since this historical 
event took place. It came from our kinsman, Thomas Lewis, the del- 
egate chosen as you will see by the Freeholders of Augusta County, 
Vircinia. 

The Lewis family were our ancestors on our paternal side, and 
Peyton Randolph and Benjamín Harrison, also signers of this docu» 
ment, were our kinsmen on our maternal side, Our family is directe 

ly descended from Jean Louis, a Huguenot, who fled from France before 
the Revocation of the Edict of Nantes. He fought under Marlborough 
in the famous Battle of Malplaquet in 1709. The Irish dislike of 
the French caused him to Anglicize his name, 

His son John Lewis was born in 1678 in Donegal County, Ireland, 
He married Margaret Lynn, daughter of the Laird of Loch Lynn, Scot- 
land. He emigrated to America and settled in Augusta County, Virgi- 
nia.
